Mali*, Feb 28, 1V03. 

Dear Judge: — At the breakfast 
table as the ship careened star- 
bonrd J saw through a porthole the 
cliir bound shores of Malta, the 
largest of the Maltese group of 
islands. Yozo, another of the 
group, we passed last night with- 
out hearing any Sirene songs that 
enticed ancient travelers, and of 
whom Homer sang. 

Malta is one vast solid rock 17^ 
by 9 J miles, covered by a very fer- 
tile soil, mostlv by artificial means, 
much of it having been brought in 
ships from Palestine and the is- 
lands of the Mediterranean. Its 
ninety square miles sup kS - f the 
densest population on the glo e — 
2,000 to the square mile. The peo- 
ple, largely of Arabic origin, are 
industrious, frugal, cheetv *! and 
religious. Its history is lost in the 
impenetrable mists of antiquity. 
Egyptians, Phenicians, Romans, 
Greeks, Vandals, Arabs, Crusaders, 
Knights of St. John, French and 
English have successively fought 
on the island. Since 1709 the 
English have had undisturbed pos- 
session Perhaps it is now pro- 
tected by the most elaborate forti- 
fications on earth, manned con- 
stantly by 11,000 British troops, 
and the rendezvous of the might- 
iest navy that ever sailed the sea. 

Ar. hour before dropping anchor 
in the harbor of Valetta — the cap- 
ital — we crossed the track of Paul's 
deoTscd ship. Upon landing, Dr. 
Bucknei and I disentangled our- 
selves from the struggling mob of 
400 tourists, hired a carriage and 
drove on a perfect road through a 
romantic country of terraced green 
gardens — called farms — miles to 
St. Paul's Bay on the north-west 
corner of the island. There we 
took a rowboat and crossed the bay 
to the spot where stands a chapel 
and a monument surmounted by a 
colossal statue of Paul, erected on 
the spot where he landed from the 
wreck. The little chapel marks 
the spot where the kindly natives 
kindled the Are to warm the shiver 
ing strangeis. Here Paul sin. ok 
the viper from his unhurt hand. 
Read Acts, xxvii and xxviii. 

In a few days not an invalid was 
found on the island, for every «ne 
from the father of Publius to the 
smallest child, had felt the healing 
touch of the great Apostle. From 
that time until this hour, Paul's 
Master has been Lord of the is- 
landers. This visit of Paul and 
the deeds of the heroic knights of 
Malta have given its history a 
deathless interest. 

The Knights: About 1043 A. D., 
some Maltese Carnegies obtained 
permission to build in Jerusalem a 
house for Christian pilgrims, to 
which, afterwards they added a 
hospital that gave them the title of 
Ho»ni»»ll e r?. I zz,- tB d„, iu li.e 
museum of the Governor's palace 
the original bill signed by Pope 
Paschal 1213 by which these char- 
itable and chivalrous men were 
confirmed as a militaty order. 
These grand men were the most 
Knightly Knights that ever wore a 
plume or unsheathed a sword. 
Alone for years they withstood, un- 
der the banner of the cross, the aw- 
ful onset of Saracen and Turk. 

island of Rhodes which they held 
for 200 years against the incessant 
assaults of the Turks, until one of 
the greatest of the Sultans with a 
vast fleet landed 200,000 soldiers, 
the flower of his army, and be- 
gan a six months siege against 
fie little group of 6,000 soldier 
priests. 160,000 Turks perished 
in the seige, one Knight alone hav- 
ing slain 600 Turks with his own 



valiant sword. At last the Sultan 
offering them most favorable terms 
to got tbens out of Rhodes, they 
sounded the retreat on a trumpet 
now laid away in a glass case in the 
palace of the Grand Masters or the 
order, where I inspected it two 
hours ago; and in the same mu 
•eum I read the signature of 
Charles V to a deed dated 1530 
granting Malta to the homeless 
Knights on condition that they 
should hold it against the Turks 
and Algerine pirates. The Turks 
and pirates combined in an attaok 
against them with a force of 13ft 
warships and 40,000 soldiers. 
Persistent and desperate assaults 
were repulsed repeatedly under the 
intrepid and venerable Grand Mas 
trr, Lavalette, who, though 70 
years < -id, was always in the thick- 
est of the fight. The Turks lost 
25,000 men and retired forever 
from the island, leaving vast mili 
tary stores and their dead leuder 
in the hands of the Knights. The 
capital is named Valitta from the 
grand old Grand Master, who laid 
the foundation of the city 1566. 

Tha pride and crowning glory of 
the city is the rich and magnifi- 
cent church of St. John, surpassing 
in interest to me anything in Eu- 
rope. The floor itseir with its 
Mosaic m^mori-i tables of 400 
Knights, pictured with artistic 
symbols all replete with thrilling 
history and eloquent with chival- 
rous deeds, dazzles the memory and 
thrills the thought. 

More of Malta I cannot write now 
without overloading this letter with 
facts and figures that crowd and 
j«m one ar.othei tor presage on this 
epistolary train.

Court or Appeals of Kentucky. 

March 25, 1903. • 
Hie W. Young, etc. Appellants, 
vs. Appeal from Wood 
ford Circuit Court. 
J. C. W. Beckham, Appellee. 

Opinion of the court by Judge 
Paynter: 

The purpose of this proceeding 
is to compel the Democratic C 
mittee to place the name of th< 
pellee, J. C. W. Beckham, on 

in, as a candidate tor the office 
of Governor before the Democratic 
primary election called for May 9, 
1908. 

The question of his eligibility hae 
been raised and the committee re- 
s to place hie name upon the 
ballot. The question to be deter- 
ned from the pleadings is wheth- 
the governing authority of the 
rty have called a primary e! 
tion, and, if so (a) whether the 1 
tute authorizes the holding of a 
primary ejection to nominate can- 
didates for Stat* offices; (b) 
whether the committee can refusi 
to place his .name upon the ballot 
because they think he is ineligibh 
to re-election ; (c), whether by pro 
ceedings in mandamus the com- 
mittee may be compelled to place 
his name upon the ballot used at 
the primary as a candidate for Gov- 
ernor. 

The first question is easily dis. 
posed of. It is averred in the peti- 
tion that the governing authority 
of the party has called a primary 
election and it is not denied by the 
answer; therefore, the court must 
proceed upon the idea that the pri- 
mary has been called by the gov- 
erning authority of the party. 

Sections 1550 and 1565, inclusive, 
of Article 12, Chapter 41, Kentucky 
Statutes, embrace the law upon the 
subject of primary elections. 
Section 1550 reads as follows 
A primary election, within the 
meaning of this article, and as used 
in this chapter, is an election held 
within the State, county, city, dis- 
trict or subdivision thereof, as the 
case may be, by the members of any 
political party, or by the voters of 
political faith, for the purpose 



office." 

Seotion 1565 reads as follows: 
"The provisions of this article shall 
apply to all primary elections held 
for the purpose of nominating can 
didates for State, county, district or 
lumcipal offices hereafter held in 
this Commonwealth, except those 
held in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-two." 

From these sections it is mani- 
fest that the Legislature intended 
to provide for a primary election 
for the nomination of State oilicos. 
Section 1505 expressly provides 
that the article shall apply to pri- 
mary elnctKinn hairi inr r.h» nijiwiu 

of nominating candidates for State, 
county, district or municipal offi- 
cers.

and certified to the Secretary of 
State for the purpose of having the 
names of the successful candidates 
placed by him upon the official bal- 
lot for the regular election. 

When Section 1565 says that the 
article shall apply to all elections 
held for the purpose of nominating 
candidates for State, county, dis- 
trict or municipal offices, it must 
have meant that the committee or 
governing authority of the party 
can ascertain and certify the result 
of the primary held to nominate 
candidates for such offices to the 
Secretary of State, because it is 
provided in Snni.ion 1KB? that the 
committee or governing authority 
of the party may order a primary 
election. In addition to that, Sec- 



UK County Of district are empow 
ered to count the votes. 

Id view of Section 1565 maKinc 
the article which includes Sectior 
1503 applicable, we must read ir 
that section the word State. 

If the committee or governing au- 
thority can call and hold a primary 
election, the same authority can 
certify to the Secretary of State the 
names of the parties who art 
titled to be placed upon the official 
ballot. This power is necessarily 
implied. 

Some of the rules prescribed fo; 
the conduct of the primary are in 
violation of the statute. The com 
mittee should follow strictly the 
provisions of the statute regulating 
the holding of the primary election ; 
unless this is done, the risk is taken 
that they may not be able to have 
those who are declared to be the 
nominees placed upon the ballot at 
the regular election. The court in 
Brown vs. Republican County Kx- 
ive Committee, etc., 23 R. 2421, 
held that there can be no lawful 
primary, unless it is held as pre- 
scribed by the statute. 

In this case we deem it unneees- 
ry to point out wherein the rules 
the primary differ from the pro- 
sions of the statute, presuming 
at the committee will conform its 
action to its provisions. 

We are of the opinion that thi 
committee had no right to raise tin 
uestion of the appellee's eligibility 
o re election to the office of Gov- 
rnoV. The governing authority ol 



the land to hold office. It can call 
primary elections and make proper 
rules for their government, but it 
has no right to say who is eligible 
to be a candidate before the pri- 
mary. The persons who are enti- 
led to TCtC 5,t the piiumiy are the 

ones to determine who should be 
selected as their candidate fer a 
particular office. 

If the committee can say who is 
and who is not eligble to be nomi- 



nated as the party's candidate for 
office, they can on the very last day 
before the ballots are printed re 
fuse to allow a person's mine togt 
on the ballot upon the pretext thai 
he is ineligible, and thus prevent 
his name from appearing upon the 
official ballot. They could thus 
destroy one's prospect to be nomi- 
nated, for the rules of preceedi 
in courts ar« necessarily such that 
no adequate relief could be afforded 
the party complaining, if at all, 
until after the primary election had 
bein held. 

If the committee or governing 
auim.riiy has the authority to de- 
cide the question as to who is eligi 
ble to hold an office or to be a can- 
didate before a primary election, 
then they would have a discretion 
and Judgment, to exercise that 
could not be controlled by u man 
damus. The most that could bi 
done by such a writ would be to 
compel them to act upon the ciues 
tion. 

The next question is, is a writ of 
mandamus the proper remedy in a 
case like this? Sectirn 477 of the 
Civil Code of Practice provides : 

"The writ of mandamus as treat 

a court of competent and origins 
jurisdiction, commanding an execu 
or ministerial officer to perforn 
act, or omit to do an act, thi 
performance or admission of whicr 
is enjoined by law; and is granted 
on amotion of the party aggrieved, 
or of the Commonwealth when the 
interest is affected." 

It is urged that the committee or 
governing authority of a party are 
not executive or ministerial officers, 
therefore, the writ can not be issued 
-gainst them. A priiim.y election 
called by the committee or govern- 
ing authority of a <irty is to be 
conducted un . ue statute law of 
the State regulating such elections. 
The Legislature has seen proper, as 
it were, to take charge of them and 
to secure fuirncss in the conduct of 
same, has provided penalties foi 
violation of the law. It ii 
provided in Section 1563, Kentucky 
Statutes, that: 

'Before enterihg upon the dis- 
charge of the duties setioii.ii in 
this article, the committee or gov- 
erning authority shall be sworn by 

e officer authorized by lat 
administer an oath to faithfully 
and honestly discharge the duti< 
herein imposed ; and the failure 
upon the part of any member of 
the committee or governing author- 
ity to discharge such duties faith- 
fully and honestly shall be deemed 
a misdemeanor, and the person so 
offending shall, upon indictment 
and conviction in the Circuit Court 
of the county or district, be fined 
not less than $100 nor more than 
$500, and be imprisoned in the 
county jail not leos than sixty days 
and not mora than one year " 

A cursory reading of the section 
might make an improseion upon 
the reader that this only required 
that the committee or governing 
authority should take this oath 
when organized to determine a con- 
test, but a more careful reading of 
the section shows that it must be 
taken before entering upon the dis- 
charge of the duties set forth in 
this article. Many duties are re- 
quired to be performed by the com- 
mittee or governing authority of a 
party under the article. The arti- 
cle is cnmrwMoH nf sections 
in which these various duties are 
designated. 

It must be understood that the

Hobson : 

The appellant, a member of the 
Democratic party and of the State 



Executive Committee of that party 
seeks to enjoin the holding of a 
Democratic primary election al- 
leged to be called for May 9, 1903. 

This court, in the case of Beck- 
ham vs. Young, opinion delivered 
March 25, 1903, decided that the 
committee or governing authority 
of a political party in the State 
thorized under Anile 12, 
Chapter 41, General Statutes, to 
hold a primary election, to nomi- 
nate candidates for State offices. 
If the committee or governing au- 
thority call the primary, then it 
would have to be held tlBtfer the 
statute and the court has no juris- 
diction to enjoin the holding of it. 
The court has no more right to 
enjoin the holding of a primary 
election, if called by the governing 
authorities of the party, than it 
would have to enjoin a regular 
election. 

The calling of a primary is a 
party matter to be determined by 
the party authorities, and the court 
no power to interfere with 
their action. It is a matter to be 
tettled by the party and by the 
•uthorities of the party, and if 
;omplaint is made of the action of 
the party, it must be made to the 
proper party authorities. 

Under the facts as shown, we are 
>f opinion the primary was law- 
fully called. Judgment affirmed 
White <fc Ray, Breckinridge & Shel- 
by, for appellunts.
